LONDON—After 40 years’ service as 
keeper of the printed books at the Brit- 
ish Museum, A, W. K. Miller has retired 
from his post.

1912 an interesting collection of English 
newspapers was acquired carrying illus- 
tration of English newspaper printing 
back to 1629.

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HOUSE DEFEATS {NEED OF POWER IN EXECUTIVES

RHODE ISLAND: 


Constitutional RPS Abol- 
ishing Property Qualifications 
and Substituting $2 Registry 
Tax Fails by Vote of 56 to 37 


LONG DEBATE FIRST 


PROVIDENCE—The House yesterday 
defeated by a vote of 56 to 37 the Little- 
field bill, proposing an amendment to 
the state constitution abolishing the 


property qualifications and substituting 
in its stead $2 registry tax. 

The roll-call showed the Democrats 
and Progressives lined up solidly against 
the bill, while quite a few Republicans 
joined them ~in defeating the measure. 
Seven members were absent when the 
vote was taken. 

During the debate on the resolution 
‘Mr. Littlefield charged the Democrats 
with bad faith, claiming that if they 
were sincere they should endeavor to 
amend the bill instead of trying to de- 
. feat it. 

This argument was replied to by Mr. 
West; the Democratic leader, who reit- 
erated his previous stand upon the ques- 
tion, claiming that he did not care by 
whom the bill was drawn if it but ac- 
complished the end desired, namely a 
real abolition of the property qualifica- 
tion. 

He called on Mr. Littlefield to remove 
the $2 registry tax as a prerequisite for 
voting from his bill, declaring that if he 
would do so, he would vote for the meas- 
ure.

Not all the Gilbert and Sullivan oper 
ettas are known to generation of 
plavgoers. Thia in most instances arises 
from their difficulty in amateur presenta 
tion, for scenic, musical or a variety of 
other reasons, and not from anv weak- 
in the pieces themselves. While 
every one knows the saving “A police 
mans lot is not a happy one” and every 
reader of Kipling recalls the story about 
“Poor wandering in “Plain Tales 
from the Hilla,” the quotations pass cur: 
rent among us much as Shakespearean 
savings, and “lhe Pirates of Penzance” 
is eclipsed by the fame of its sister Oper- 
ettas of fabulously long runs, “Pinafore” 
and “The Mikado.” 

“The Pirates of Penzance” should 
heard more frequentiy. Not only has it 
the satirical and rhetorical value that 
makes (silbert literature and the power 
and spontaneity ti:at make Sullivan a 
Verdi in this form, but it is an illus- 
tration of what this remarkable con:- 
poser could do with a coldratura role 
and with a dramatic tenor part.

ing of positive alarm. The country sees the Russian octopus spread- 
ing its arms) steadily round Finland, Persia and Mongolia, reaching 
out toward Armenia and Constantinople, and finally feeling in the 
direction of Sweden jitself. It is conyinced, in short, that Russia 
is determined to extend itself over the or agg peninsula, as 
it has extended itself over Finland and Persia, over Siberia and 
Bokhara. 

The political sympathies of the country rest rather with the 
entente than with the triple alliance, yet the fact that the ally of 
the entente is Russia drives the country toward the triplice. When, 
however, a great alliance takes in a minor power it demands that 
-the minor power shall begin to copy its armament policy, and so 
there has grown up in the Conservative, elements of the Swedish 
nation a feeling that the army and navy must be strengthened at 
all costs. 

This policy of armaments the Liberal government is pledged 
to its Socialist allies to resist, or at all events, not to agree to with- 
out a general election. The result is that the action of the Ning in 
siding rather with the Conservative militarists than with the 2 eae 
pacifists has created a constitutional crisis. The militarists demand 


the‘increase of national service from nine\months to a vear. The 
pacifists declare that this must mot be attempted without a general 
election. As a matter of fact, the whole question will no doubt be 
submitted to the voters at a general sac but the joy of being a 
weak nation and so free from the armament problem is becoming 
a political fallacy. The small:nations are daily being faced with a 
demand that they shall fling in their lots with the great coalitions, 
or run the risk of having their neutrality disregarded and their 
freedom ignored. 


THERE is no likelihood that the party now 
in power at Washington will suffer anything 
because of the refreshing frankness of one 
of the ablest of its leaders, Senator Thomas 
of Colorado, in discussing the apparent 
determination of the present Congress to dis- 
burse the contents of, the treasury with 
unparalleled lavishness. ‘We ought to apol- 
: ogize to Republicans,” he; said in the Senate 
on Wednesday, J‘for a]l the years of abuse 
in which we have railed at their extravagance. I see that we are 
even going to greater lengths than they had thought of doing.” 
The prediction has been made that the appropriations for this year 
will exceed those of last year by $100,000,000. It is estimated that 
the total expenditures of the government for the next fiscal year, 
upon the allowances made already and almost certain to be made 
before adjournment of this session, will reach $1,100,000,000. 

Senator Thomas is by no means the only Democrat in Con- 
eress who is protesting against some of its tendencies. The chair- 
man of the House appropriations committee has been vainly con- 
lesting every aggression of the spenders. Many of the most 
thoughtful and conservative men of the majority in both houses 
have opposed the continuance and ——- of “pork barrel’ meth- 
cds. Senator Overman, Democratic member of the Senate appro- 
priations committee, 1s no less insistent and earnest than some of 
his party representatives on the House committee in opposing what 
seem to he unnecessary increases. | 

The discussion of Wednesday, unpleasant ar some of the 
remarks miay |have been to well-wishers of the Democratic admin- 
istration and to the Democratic administration itself, had the com- 
pensating result, at least, of revealing the fact that within the party 
leadership are many who regard with disfavor and apprehension 
the growing disposition of their associates to depart from the tradi- 
ional policy of the organization with (respect to the careful and 
econoniical) expenditure of public moneys. To the extent that these 
leaders shall protest against extravagance and make their protests 
felt, will the public relieve their party of accountability and fix it 
upon individuals.

United 
States disclose a disposition to rate Washington Irving lower than 
did their predecessors, which is not altogether surprising. He was 
not a major figure ; but he had charm, sense, good will and standards 
of decency that were never lowered in life or in writings. In Irving's 
day, literature in the United States knew but one model—the British. 
Today it derives from Scandinavia, Russia, Germany, France and 
Italy, and has taken on forms and aims that would startle the 
chronicler of Knickerbocker New York. None. the less will his 
memory be a desirable, conserving, present influence.

long as there was work for it to do, certainly not amidst the largest 
occupation Of its time and skill that has ever existed. Established 
for the purpose of building the first subway and performing that 
ask In a way to be commended the world over, the commission has 
been continued by short extensions of its time, with the thought 
that when the system was completed it would be retired. The Sys- 
tem, as it is now being developed, requires three years for comple- 
tion, but unless the Legislature extends the time in accordance with 
its past acts there will be no supervising board after July 1. It is 
not conceivable that the Legislature will permit a lapse of that 
kind to occur. 

In the restlessness about the state government there is an array 
of proposed changes in the legislative dockets that indicates more 
concern to change than care or judgment in what to change and 
how. The doing away with the transit commission, actually pro- 
posed with the rest, is not, we assume, likely to have serious support. 
The commission is justified by its works, and these are recognized 
far from Boston, wherever men have gone back from investigation 
of the Boston transit system and the way it is constructed. The 
Institute of Civil Engineers in London has this week been told by 
one of its number in a report after study of the American tramways 
that it has kept pace with the growth of traffic more nearly than 
any other city; and by Sir Maurice Fitzmaurice, in discussing the 
report, that he had frequently inspected the Boston work, beginning 
in 1897, and that he had been struck with its remarkable progress. 
But no Bostonian needs go abroad for opinions on this point—he 
has not failed to mark the success of the work nor to appreciate what 
it is to have a commission that gets results in this fashion. 

\Vhat may happen is that the board will be reduced from five 
to three members. It is entirely ascertainable whether the board 
.needs the balance that the larger membership lends. There is merit 
in the greater number when it is necessary to get various sorts of 
experience represented. There is corresponding harm in taking 
from the number when valuable counsel is subtracted. The main 
answer is that the commission has been so strong and has done so well 
that it may not be tinkered without the risk of injury to a public 
deeply and constantly interested. The proposal to put the powers 
in the public service commission hardly seems just with this railroad 
board already overloaded and being without knowledge of the 
transit work. 

Three years added to the transit commission's existence with 
no experimentation as to its personnel is so obviously businesslike 
and prudent that the Legislature will be counted upon by the Boston 
public to give it without spending an undue amount of its valuable 
lime. 
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THE constitution of the state of California 
provides that all property shall be taxed in 
proportion to its value. There is a wide dif- 
ference in the several states of the American 
L’nion as to what taxable values mean. Per- 
haps it might be better to say that there is, 
on this point, a wide difference of opinion 
among the assessors of the difterent states. 
The magazine Pacific Municipalities, which 
is a strong advocate of reform in taxing 
methods, takes the position that the California constitution is not 
observed in this particular. If it said “half its value” or “20 per cent 
of its value” the assessments would come nearer to compliance with 
its requirements. “There is yot an assessor in the state,” it says. 
“who claims to list property at its value, even his own property.” 
It asserts further that “there is not an assessment roll in any city 
or county in the state in which all the property 1s assessed in the 
same proportion of its value.” The statement that assessments will 
average a certain percentage of the value has no bearing on the sub- 
ject, because “there must be a'certain average somewhere.” Two 
tracts of land, for instance, assessed, one at 75 per cent of its value 
and the other at 25 per cent, will have an average of 50 per cent. 
It is held by this authority, as it has been held by many others 
and in other parts of the United States, that the real trouble lies in 
the fact that assessors, no matter what the basis of assessment, 
do not ascertain values, but merely guess at them. The San Jose 
Times-Star does not hesitate to agree with the general statements 
and conclusions of Pacific Municipalities in this respect. It Says: 
“The evils of the present day system, if it can be called a system, 
are known to everybody (in Calitornia) who pays taxes.” There 
is not even a pretense of denying the. necessity for the introduction 
of a more equitable system, a system that will call for the ascertain- 
ment of true values and a just spread of assessments. [ven in a 
period and in a country somewhat over-commissioned, there should 
be force to the recommendation, which we venture to make, that 
a national commission, representative of all the states, be appointed 
and empowered to provide a simpler and a more equitable system 
of taxation for submission to the voters. The clearest intellects the 
nation can afford should be enlisted in such a work, for hardly a 
refo#ym of our times has been in greater demand or more necessary 
to the well-being of the republic. 


Havinc failed to curtail it themselves, Chicago men voters are 
now expressing the hope that Chicago women voters will do to the 
long ballot what they have done to the trailing street dress. 
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THERE is sitting in Washington, D. C., at 
present a commission created by treaty to 
adjust all outstanding pecuniary claims 
between the United States and Great. Britain. 
It is called an international tribunal of arbi- 
tration. Some twenty-six cases, ten presented 
by the United States, sixteen by Great 
Britain, involving amounts aggregating 
nearly $6,000,000, are to be heard and 
determined. Some of these are very impor- 2 
tant in their nature. They touch upon the rights and privileges of 

citizens and subjects. They even touch upon questions of national 

pride. In times less advanced than these in the ways and amenities 

of civilization, it is conceivable that discussion of their merits might, 
have provoked heat; might, indeed, have led to disputes resulting 

in the most serious consequences. 

But nobody in the United States or in Great Britain will regard 
the proceedings of this tribunal with the slightest misgivings. Its 
sitting has not occasioned a ripple in the financial markets. Its 
decisions are expected to be received by the nations concerned as a 
matter of course. Whatever may be assessed against the United 
States will be paid; whatever nray be assessed against Great Britain 
will be paid. And the settlement will be final. | 

Those in all countries who are striving for universal peace are 
asking no more than that all international claims and questions shall 
be settled in like manner. There is nothing utopian in this. The 
first essential to successful arbitration i$ that no dispute shall be 
taken up until the disputants shall have had time to cool. Years 
ago Admiral Dewey cut the cable in Manila bay; years ago Admiral 
Sampson cut the cables off Cienfuegos, Cuba; both acts caused 
annoyance, perhaps irritation, to people.in Great Britain. The sense 
of annoyance or irritation has Jong since passed away. It is now 
a mere ma. - of fixing a fair price. It will be fixed and the United 
States will pay it, and this will be the end of it. These matters were 
never very serious, but if they were, the years that have elapsed ~ 
since the Spanish war would have rendered their peaceable settlement 
not only possible but certain. 

‘There is a great idea behind the international tribunal of arbitra- 
tion now in session at Washington, and the times, we think, are 
ripe for its development. In all the world’s experience there is 
nothing sadder, nothing more lamentable, than the avoidable wars 
in which humanity has engaged. Repetitions of these mistakes will

No one who knows about the comparatively litmited demand 
throughout the reading world for significant but a necessarily 
popular books can favor putting any obstacle in the} way ot such 
parceling out of an edition among representative firms of different 
countries as will insure quick sale and certain distributidn to scholars, 
libraries and collectors. Such sharing of the distrilution of the 
finished product insures very much ampler and moré satistactory 
manufacture of the same; and it also reduces the cost tq the ultimate 
consumer or final buyer. | 

Most of the works under discussion are of a kind that educa- 
{ional institutions, libraries and scholars need and will order if costs 
are not prohibitive. Imported singly, these books must cost much 
more than if the publisher can continue to import “by edition’”’ and 
at a valuation that he thinks fair. It is against a recent ruling of 
ihe United States treasury department respecting the basis of valua- 
tion on which duties shall be paid that the publishers are protesting; 
and they have carried their appeal directly to the President, who 
happens to venerate literature and to know the desirability of making 
books of all sorts and in all tongues as accessible to the people as 
possible. It was this conviction that found reflection in the bettered 
provisions of the Underwood tariff law pertaining to duties on books ; 
and the President is hardly likely now to favor any interpretation 
of that act which shuts good books out of the country.
